to call for the genera] mobilization, 


Was understood, after a confer- 


‘ence with his advisers. 
_ The Emperor himself will pro- 


claim the mobilization from the 
balcony of his palace. The news 
will be carried over the country by 
the beating of drums. It is ex- 
pected 2,000,000 men will respond 
to this call to arms. 

One hundred thousand men under 
Ras Kassa were reported marching 
from Gondar toward Tigre to bear 
the brunt of any attack from Eri- 
trea. Kassa's forces were followed 
by 60,000 warriors from four differ- 
ent provinces under Ras Mulugeta, 
In addition, 
80,000 tribal warriors from Jima 
and Wallaga provittces were report- 
ed on their way to this city to pro- 
tect the capital. 

The Italian Consul at Aduwa was 
arrested by Ethiopian authorities 
when he attempted to cross the 
frontier into Eritrea. He was 
escorted back to Aduwa but later 
released and is resuming the jour- 
ney to Eritrea tonight under an 
armed Ethiopian guard. 

Protests to League. 

At his direction, they prepared a 
note of protest to the League of 
Nations against an alleged invasion 
of Ethiopia by Italian forces. The 
protest was dispatched to Geneva 
at once. 

The note, prepared by his advis- 
ers — including Everett Colson, 
American—was sent after the Gov- 
ernment received reports through 
French sources that the Italians 
had penetrated from Eritrea into a 
triangular portion of Ethiopia at 
Mount Mussa Ali, formed by the 
borders of Ethiopia, Eritrea and 
French Somaliland. 

The Italians were said to have 
moved in about 50,000 native Erit- 
rean troops and fieets of motor 
trucks, tanks and airplanes. 

There are no Ethiopian troops in 
the desolate region and, consequent- 
ly, it was said the Italians had 
been able to construct airdromes, 
munitions depots and barracks 


without opposition. 


(In Rome, the Italian Government 
denied that Italian forcés had en- 
tered Ethiopia, stating “there has 
been no movement” of troops.) 

Text of Protest. 

The Emperor’s note read: 

“We call to the attention of the 
League of Nations that Italy has 
prepared a base of attack of great 
size in the region south of Mount 
Mussa Ali. The nearness of this re- 
gion to the sea and its fatility of 
access through Somali would aliow 
the Council (of the League) either 
to send observers or to obtain con- 
firmation from the French Govern- 
ment in Somaliland that this is a 
violation of Ethiopian territory.” 

In anticipation of the possibility 
of air raids, the Emperor ordered 
all hotels in Addis Ababa to con- 
struct bomb-proof shelters. 

It was stated that the Italians 
have moved into the triangular area 
~—described as about 15 miles across 
~—from Assab, Eritrea.

Guard Placed at Bridge. 

Simultaneously the Emperor 
sent Capt. Viglin, Swiss anti-air- 
craft expert, to Hawash with 1000 
native soldiers to guard the great 
steel bridge across the Hawash 
River and to erect an emergency 
bridge in event the one now stand- 
ing is destroyed. 

The northern armies have taken 
up positions nearly 500 miles from 
Addis Ababa and the southern ar- 
mies nearly 700 miles from the cap- 
ital. There are no telegraph lines 
and no radios to maintain com- 
munication with Addis Ababa. It 
will take days for more than the 
scanty official bulletins, and weeks 
for detailed accounts of the fight- 
ing, to trickle in by courier. 

The Government has warned 90 
writers and cameramen here not to 
expect permission to go to the front.

History points out that anoth- 
er famous Detroit Tiger, Tyrus 
Raymond Cobb, who probably 
would be rated by 90 out of 100 
experts as the greatest diamond 
star of all time, was just another 
baseball player when the pinch 
of three world series put him to 
the test.

Tyrus Under Pressure. 


ET’S look at the record,” 
as a certain Smith might 
say. 

Tyrus represented the Detroit 
Tigers of 1907-8-9 in consecutive 
world series. And, to look at his 
world series totals, you'd never 
believe that here was the man 
who led the league in batting 
more than any other player in 
history; who in 1911 had a bat- 
ting average of 420, and who in 
1915 stole 96 bases. 

Here is Ty’s three world series 
record: 

He took part in 17 games, made 
only 17 hits, an average of one a 
game. 

He scored only seven runs, 


or 


per game. 

He stole only four bases, or 
fewer than one every fourth 
game. 

He finished with a world series 
batting average of .262, as com- 
pared with a lifetime major 
league average of .368. 

When a man of Cobb’s attain- 
ments, the greatest anywhere in 
baseball history, Babe Ruth not- 
withstanding, what guarantee is 
there that Greenberg or any 
other star, will live up to his ree- 
ord or to popular expectations? 

None at all. Hank's fate is in 
the laps of those Gods of Base- 
ball who spoil home runs by blow- 
ing fhem six inches foul, or make 
some Snodgrass pull a_ $50,000 
muff: Even the mighty hitter 
Hornsby struck out eight times 
in the world series of 1929. 

Many times, on the other hand, 
unknowns have flashed to the 
front to win a world series, only 
to fall flat forever afterward, like 
that Rohe of 1906 whose doubles 
won for the Hitless Wonders but 
who was sent to ‘he minors next 
spring and never heard from 
thereafter. 

So, boys and girls, if your hero 
fails to measure up in one series, 
don’t brand him “yellow” or Call 
him a “false alarm.” The very 
best men in baseball history have 
failed in pinches.

A new, expensive brush course, 
known as the Du Pont, has. been 
constructed for the “Open-to-All,” 
the change from the old course be- 
ing in the jumps.

AN ANIMAL CROP FOR FARMERS. 

Just as the exploitation of natural forest resources 
has made scientific cultivation of woodlands a ne- 
cessity, so the reduction in wild life, through the 
inroads of civilization and of the hunter, is bring- 
ing game farming into the spotlight. The Govern- 
ment, in its conservation activities, has recognized 
the need, and allotments have been made to nine 
land-grant colleges for courses in wild-life manage- 
ment and research. “Students will soon be able to 
take up wild-life conservation as a career, just as 
many now embrace forestry or mining,” H. P. Shel- 
don of the Bureau of Biological Survey writes in 
the New York Times. 

The development means a new opportunity for the 
farmer, as well. He can restore small game and wild 
fowl to his land, provide shelter and feed so they 
will thrive and multiply, and increase his income 
with fees paid by hunters in the shooting season. 
Waste lands, unfit for cultivation, may be used suc- 
cessfully for this purpose, it is pointed out. “The 
days of ‘free’ shooting in America are practically at 
an end,” Mr. Sheldon writes. “The gunners of the 
future will be able to find all the game they want, 
but they will have to pay reasonable prices for it.”

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FINANCIAL LABYRINTH. 
A financial transaction calculated to test the pow- 
ers of Prof. Einstein has just taken place in New 
York, where the Van Sweringen brothers repur- 
chased control of a three-billion-dollar railroad sys- 
tem for $3,121,000. This system, composed of the 
C. & O., Nickel Plate, Missouri Pacific, C. & E. I., 
Erie and a half interest in the D. & R. G. W., was 
put together by the Van Sweringens, who then pro- 
ceeded to lose control by failure to pay loans ag- 
gregating some $50,000,000. The system was put 
on the auction block and now once more the Cleve- 
land brothers are running the show. 
Losses to bankers of more than $45,000,000 were 
taken in the deal, of which, it is understood, the 
largest part was suffered by-J. P. Morgan & Co. The 
latter firm has been known for years as the finan- 
cial power behind the Van Sweringens. It has now 
apparently retreated from this role in favor of a 
new outfit known as the Midamerica Corporation, 
recently organized at Columbus, O., backed by Mid- 
die Western capital. The brothers were represented 
at the auction sale by Col. Leonard P. Ayres, Cleve- 
land banker and business analyst. 
These are the bare bones of what happened at 
the New York auction room. They offer the merest 
hint of the financial labyrinth built by two former 
real estate men possessed with Napoleonic ambitions. 
Between what happened in New York and the actual 
operations of the various railroads which are the 
pawns in the Van Sweringens’ gigantic game is a 
no man’s land of financial maneuvering. 
Your simple citizen, fingering a pocketful of mills, 
can only stare in befuddled awe at this complicated 
atfair.

WASHINGTON. 
ARDLY anyone in Washington is happy 
ti about the victory of Mr. Hopkins over 

Mr. Ickes. Quite aside from personal 
predilections, the prevailing view is that the 
President has pursued a line which has now 
landed him in a first-class mess, economi- 
cally, politically and socially. 

What bound him to Mr. Hopkins is that 
severest of, masters, a foolhardy promise. 
Solemnly he told the country that by the end 
of. this year he would remove 3,500,000 per- 
sons from relief and put them into useful 
work. At the time, he believed this pledge 
would be easy to keep. So did Mr. Hopkins. 

When the promise was made, both the 
President and Mr. Hopkins were distressed 
over the effects of relief, and dreaded its 
becoming a permanent: prop in the social 
structure, They saw that it was deteriorat- 
ing the country’s most précious resource, 
human beings. Nobody is going to doubt 
their sincerity. Two years had been frittered 
away on vast public spending with disap- 
pointing results, Congress was not in a 
mood to vote astronomical sums annually 
for idle persons, and there had to be a turn- 
ing into a new road. Mr. Hopkins formulated 
the new objective, to “purge” the relief rolls. 
He believed he would be able to create 
enough work of a useful kind and to do it 
with the dispatch which Mr. Ickes had not 
demonstrated. 

So the four-billion-dollar fund of 1935 was 
divided, first of all, to give Mr. Hopkins con- 
trol over much the larger share, Mr. Ickes 
being left with the $900,000,000 allotted him 
by Congress. The President had not given 
up public works altogether, but they were 
slow, and they would not contribute directly 
to the “purge” of the relief rolls, 


Mr. Hopkins took his appropriation and 
divided it by the 3,500,000 who had to be put 
to work to keep the President’s pledge. 
Thereby he arrived at the figure of $1040 
per man-year, which could not be exceeded 
by any project. 

The moment this method of calculation 
was adopted, Mr. Hopkins was forced to 
select projects using much labor and little 


material. He then could not go in for the 
construction on a large scale of capital 


assets, which the country would possess in 
return for its heavy outlays during the emer- 
gency. Obviously, he had more or less to 
invent occupations for idle persons. This 
he is doing. And Washington is flooded with 
foreboding reports of the consequences, 

- Workers on relief projects themselves are 
disgusted with many of the Hopkins-made 
jobs. They see how wasteful they are, how 
inefficiently managed, how degrading and 
in essence how insulting. Cash relief may 
have been demoralizing, but it was better 
than mock work, obviously renuired of a 
man “for his own good.” Much of the Hop- 
kins program does not merit this criticism. 
But much of it does. And now that Hopkins 
will spend not only his share of the four 
billions but part of Mr. Ickes’ money, there 
will be more such jobs, and there will be a 
rising tide of disgust. 

The long-division method of selecting proj- 
ects leaves out of account the secondary ef- 
fect of public works in creating employment, 


If a project uses much material, it will 
spread the impetus of employment into many 
fields. For every man employed at least 
one, perhaps one and a half, perhaps two, 
possibly even three more men find work. If 
only those projects are chosen which require 
little material, the secondary effect is corre- 
spondingly less. It may make sense on paper 
to say that Mr. Hopkins with his type of 
projects is employing more men than Mr. 
Ickes. In fact, he employs far fewer men. 
But Mr. Hopkins is not bothered, because his 
men come off relief rolls while most of Mr. 
Ickes’ don’t. : 

The second foolishness of the long-division 
method is that it leads to padding the labor 
requirements of projects. A job, normally 
reckoned, may need 100 men, but at this 
figure it may work out to a man-year cost 
above $1040. One need only add another 100 
men arbitrarily to cut the man-year cost in 
half. The ’second 100 men may clutter up 
the job and produce hopeless inefficiency, 
but they make it possible for Mr. Hopkins 
to spend the money—and “purge” the rolls. 
This padding is going on all over the coun- 
try. No matter how unethical it is or how 
glaringly it wastes public funds, once the 
long-division method has been adopted, pad- 
ding becomes inevitable. 


Attention has already been drawn in the 
Nation to the Alice-in-Wonderland spectacle 
of Mr. Hopkins bidding against Mr. Ickes 
for public works projects. The administra- 
tion having decided that public works and 
work relief should live side by side, they 
were set in competition with each other. Mr. 
Hopkins had to land a certain proportion 
of sound public works projects; otherwise 
there was something real in the cry of “boon- 
doggling.” So he went out into Mr. Ickes’ 
market-place crying his wares. He couldn't 
promise to do as good work as Mr. Ickes, but 
he virtually gave his goods away. 

Mr. Ickes offered a dollar value for 55 
cents, and it was a genuine dollar value. Mr. 
Hopkins offered a dollar value for 5 cents, 
2 cents, or even nothing, but his dollar value 
wasn't reliable. That is, Mr. Ickes builds 
only if the local community puts up 55 per 
cent of the cost. Mr. Hopkins is ready to 
charge the entire bill to the Federal tax- 
payer. 

Mr. Ickes, with the expectation of spend- 
ing his $900,000,000, inducing local commun- 
ities to spend another $1,100,000,000, and thus 
giving the country a two-billion-dollar public 
works program, succeeded in filling his 
books. He found local communities which 
were ready to raise their share. 

But Mr. Hopkins rejected more than 1000 
of these projects because the man-year cost 
was too great. The President backed up 
Mr. Hopkins. He reduced to a third the 
$900,000,000 ‘which Congress had allotted to 
public works, and the money now will be 
spent by Mr. Hopkins instead, In so do- 
ing, he gave offense to every community 
which wanted an Ickes project and now is 
not to have it. And as in every instance 
local communities are governed by politi- 
cians, these have been affronted to an 
extent which is worrying Mr. Farley.

NE thing in the United States that 

needs correction is the attitude of the 
policeman toward the citizen.
